Thousands of Dollars on Bogus Bounties Are 


Captured by Sheriff Ferrel and 


Deputy Branton 


Deputy Sheriff Joseph C. Sharp of 


criminal department of the Sher- 


iff's office of Salt Lake county, Utah, 
assisted by Sheriff Ferrel and Deputy 
Sheriff Branton 
yesterday 
arrested 


Emery Martin and A. B. Hanna, two 
of Salt Lake county boodlers, in this 
city. 
The prisoners are now in the 


eounty jail and win be held until 
Deputy Sheriff Sharp can obtain extra- 
dition papers from Salt Lake City. 


The men are two of a number of 


boodlers, who have been systemati- 
cally robbing Salt Lake county for 
several montlu 
They will be taken 


back and charg- \ with obtaining mon- 
ey under false ..^tenses, as soon as 
the necessary papers can be obtained. 
Both men are quite prominent in Salt 
Lake City and their arrest will create 
quite a sensation in the Mormon city. 


The steal made by the county offici- 


als, and many citlsens, including Mar- 
tin and Hanna, was the greatest ever 
made in the State and all Interested 
In the graft became wealthy before it 
was exposed. 
It is claimed that Salt 


Lake alone lost over 150,000 and that 
the amount lost by different counties 
In the State will aggregate several 
hundred thousand dollars. 


The Grand Jury investigated the af- 


fair as soon as it was learned that a 
steal waa going on and in a short time 
many of the most prominent officials 
in the State were in the toils. 


Some escaped and the officers have 


been running them down ever since. 


The system used 
In robbing 
the 


counties of the State was unique and 
well arranged. 
The person owning 


the scalps on which bounty was due, 
would take them to the County qierk's 
office and receive his pay. 
Holes 


would then be punched in the scalps 
to show that they were paid for. Later 
the County Clerk or his accomplice 
would get the same scalps and plug up 
the holes. 
They would then "be taken 


to another county in the State and a 
second bounty would be paid, or pro- 
bably they would be taken into the 
same county and bounty would be re- 
ceived for them again. 


It was worked in a successful man- 


ner and one scalp was worth hum 
dreds of dollars to the county official, 
who could first get possession»of it. 
It was a gigantic scheme and severa) 
of the counties lost thousands of dol- 


lars through paying boulitles on the 
same scalps .several times. 


Martin and Hanna left the State as 


soon as the scheme was exposed and 
It was through the vigilance and clev- 
er work of Deputy Sheriff Sharp that 
they were captured. He was detailed 
to catch them and he followed them for 
weeks before being able to overtake 
them. 


He followed them through Eastern 


Nevada and several times thought he 
had them within his grasp, but each 
time they learned that he was near 
and made their escape. They arrived In 
Reno Monday morning and he ar- 
rived yesterday morning. He knew 
they were here and went immediately 
to the Sheriff's office, where he secur- 
ed the aid of Sheriff Ferrel and Deputy 
Sheriff Branton. 


The officers searched the saloons 


and streets carefully and about three 
o'clock arrested Martin on Commercial 
Row. 
They learned from him that 


he and his companion had been room- 
Ing in the Opera House rooming house. 
They went to their rooms and In a 
short time 
succeeded 
In arresting 


Hanna. 
Both men had money and intended 


to leave the city, having learned that 
the Salt Lake officer was after them.

WASHINGTON,' D. C., Jan. 31.— 


The treatment 'by General Nelson A. 
Miles of Jefferson Davis, President of 
the Confederacy, during the time he 
was a prisoner In Fortress Monroe-, 
VirRlnia, was recalled In the House to- 
day, when Williams, of Mississippi, 
the minority leader, tried to secure the 
adoption of the Senate amendment to 
the House provision regarding retir- 
ed officers serving with State militia. 


Messrs. Hull of Iowa and Hay, of 


Virginia, both members of the Mll- 
tary Affairs Committee, endorsed the 
House provision making it retroactive. 
The latter declared It was a Democra- 
tic doctrine to save money, and for 
that reason he called upon the Demo? 
crata to stand by the committee. 


It was at this juncture that Williams 


arose and spoke of the action of Gen- 
eral Miles in placing shackles on the 
ankles of Jefferson Davis. 


He said he was expressing the opin- 


ion of Southern men as to that, but 
he did not think it was the time, place 
nor way to get even. 


Williams' motion to agree to the 


Senate amendment which does 
not 


make the law concerning retired of- 
ficers retroactive, -was lost by a vote 
of 79 to 171. The bill was then sent to 
conference. 
The postofflce appropriation bill was 


debated for an hour but its consider- 
ation had not been concluded when the 
House adjourned.

When 
completed the place will be one of 
the best on the coast and will- have 
all the attractions that a modern and 
well kept city park has. 


Governor Sparks and a number of 


prominent Reno and Sparks people 
have declared their willingness to as- 
sist Dr. Reid every way possible and 
there is not a doubt but that the park 
will be rapidly pushed to completion. 
T. H. -Nicholas has already 
drawn 


plans for the park and'if they are 
carried out the place will be beautiful 
In every detail. 
The plans provide 


for a sixty-foot boulevard .along the 
Truckee, extending from the lake to 
the Reduction 
works, 
from 
which 


nfttny drive 
ways 
and walks will 


branch and run through the grounds. 
All of these drive Trays and walk* 
will be shaded by many trees and will 
wind through smooth lawn* and beau- 
tiful flower beds. 
v 


The plans also call for a half-mllo 


blcyele track, a grand stand, a. base 
ball diamond, fountains, shoot 
the> 


chutes, toboggan slide and all attrac- 
tion* that a first class park in any city 
has. 
The buildings in the park will 


be mode of plaster with iron supports 
and will be very pteUy. 


They will be similar <o the building* 


constructed In this manner at the St. 
Louis fair. 


There will also be animals of alt 


kinds at the park and Dr. Reid Is al- 
ready arranging for the purchase of 
several different animals.* 


It Is estimated that the Improve- 


ments on tho ground- will amount to 
about $25,000 and that it will be some* 
time before the place is thrown open 
to the public. 
The work of planting trees and oth- 


erwise improving 'ttte> ground will be- 
gin immediately. Dr. Reid states that 
at least 10,000 trees will be planted In 
the park. They will be from five to six 
years of age and will give a goo A 
Rhode within a few months.

THE HEPBURN BILL 


T 


HE Hepburn bill to enlarge the powers of the inter- 


state commerce commission to the extent of rem- 


edying, complaints of shippers regarding freight rates and 
to control division of freight charges for goods, shipped 
over two or more roads, wherever .the roads pannot agree 
Is a measure In the right direction. It has the endorse- 
ment of* President Roosevelt and will doubtless becomn 
a law. There are many minor defects in the measure 
and it has been whipped into such shape that the railroads 
will not fight itt thus to that extent being a compromise 
measure. A defect that has been pointed out and one 
that may .be remedied before Its passage if that the right 
to appeal from the decision, of the commission is given 
only to the railroads, Ignoring the fact that there may 
be occasions when the shipper1 will be aggrieved by a de- 
cision and desire to appeal. This majy have been an over- 
sight or more possibly a little joker that some corporation 
attorney has slipped into the bill under legal verbiage; 
another matter of doubtful utility Is that on appeal the 
attorney general shall have charge of the case for the 
commission, thus ignoring the*shlpper, who is the orig- 
inal complainant This could be remedied by giving the 
attorney general authority to intervene, but surely the 
shipper should have the right to go ahead with his own 
case. The decisions of the commission reducing rates 
are not to be effective for sixty days, a matter of minor 
Importance' but too long a time for an injustice to be 
maintained upon'the plea that the roads must have time to 
arrange new schedules. Upon the whole the measure 
is a long step in the right'direction and one which the 
American people have suffered long In patience, confident 
that ever the truth comes upermost and ever is justice 
done.

Dayton will benefit greatly by« the 


government Irritation schema. A. sub- 
storage reservoir Is to be constructed 
twelve miles below this town at a 
point where nature.will need but little 
assistance. A regular sump hole exists 
at that point, Into which the water of 
the Carson River will be conducted. 


From this basin the water will be 


discharged into the river when most 
needed. The basin aforesaid Is a prer 
llrolnary storage for flood waters be- 
fore they reach the. great $3,000.000 
reservoir at Ragtown. 
P. A. Temple, 
fomerty assistant 


city engineer of San Francisco, has 
charge of the survey work. The pre- 
liminary lines are run, and location 
work Is in progress. Two miles of per- 
manent survey for the canal having 
already been completed. There are 
fourteen In the party Including Andy 
Rlordan and Sam Weller of the Uni- 
versity of Nevada, and Elmer Porter, 
also of Reno. 
The canal leading to the basin will 


be between 15 and 16 miles In length. 
It takes out at the Douglas dam, two 
miles above Dayton. 
There will be 


heavy cutting and a 3,000 foot tunnel
